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At a recent meeting of th\3 Board of Trusteea it was voted to en- 
ter on a campaign for a quarter million dollars for a Library, a Gym- 
nasium with Swimming Pool, and additional endowment. Thia is notice 
in advance to friends far and wide to be ready to huar from us again as 
to plans and methods of procedure. Another mctjting of the Board is 
expected soon, at which more definite action will take place. 

The Trustees voted on October 20 that plans for the Library should 
be sought at onc^ from the architect C, A. Eckstormp Chicago, and a 
committee was appointed to meet Mr, Eckstroni and begin work on the 
plans. 

Meantime the work of the School continues on a high plane of ex- 
cellence, with an unusually strong faculty and fine body of students, 
representing fifteen states of the Union, The Junior College is gammg 
steadily in numbers and in efficiency, A remarkable list is found else- 
where in this issue giving names of former Academy and Junior College 
studentB who are now pursuing advanced work in other coUvges and uni- 
versities. Special attention is called to the fact that our girls get en- 
trance on work done here to the strongest institutions in our field.

His famous speech in which he compares liffi to a sta^c is lurjccly rt»- 
sponsihle for this. We wonder why he is morbid, instead of beinfc an 
optimistic satirist. Three explanations mi^ht be given for this. 

Morbid humor was pon^dar durinc: the Elizabethan apfe. Tt was a 
very popular pose with young men, and Jaquse may have acctpicd it as 
a pose and then formed a habit of it. Another explanation is that he 
realized that intellect alone could not gain him a place in society. He 
felt that he was an outsider, ar.d was embittered on that account. Or 
the sins of humanity may have solemnized his outlook on life. He wns 
thoroughly conversant with these sins, due to his o\vn corrupt lif'^ H- 
sympathized with man, but, as is often the case today, he could not

,n a simpler and more direct «tyle, I l^^lieve that it would Live te^ 
received wjth great inUrest and respect. There are only two points tTat 
mi^ht be left out. The fir«t is the warning again.t party ^plr for 
Wt know that to have all the people represented we mu«t have parties- 
the second m the mjunction to let experience prove whether or not pop^ 
ular government is pracUcnl, for experience has prov-ed that it jg. 

There are several points that would be of particular intomt to u«. 
Om is the warning againat factions or combinatbnM. The Ku KJux 
Klan is supposed to have started out as purely American and patriotic 
organization, tr>ing honestiy to help the country. Will it, as Washing- 
ton said, destroy liberty and democratic government? 

A second point is that of religion. Everyi**here people are realizing 
mori* and more the need for religion; everywhere they are looking more 
to God for guidance. Congress always opens with a prayer, and what 
could be a better example of onr belief that religion and morality are 
indispensable. In connection with this is the question of whether or 
not there should be religious training in the public schools. I believe 
that Washington would say that there should be. 

The thirdp and perhaps the broadest point, is on our relations with 
other nations, Washington ?»ald, "Observe good faith and justice to- 
ward all nations; cultivate peact and harmony with all/' Are we. then, 
justified in excluding the Japanese? This law is certainly not making 
toward peace and harmony. On the other hand, W^ashington never 
dreamed of such a problem in immigration. I am sur^^ that he would 
ratify the law, however, for he says on commercial relations with other 

countries " establishing, with the powers so disposed, in order to 

give trade a stable course, to define the rights of our merchants, and 
to enable the government to support th^m. conventional rules of inter- 
course, the best that present circumstances and mutual opinion will per- 

^it " If we permitted the Japanese to come into this countr>% 

could not give our mtrchant^ and labor a fair deal. 

Government was simple in Wnshin-ton's time, but n^-^' rt 
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complicated, and so many serious questions are coming up that we can-
